WOMEN FINANCIERS. 
FIGHT IT OUT IN COURT.

A cliqpe of unwise agitators in San Francisco, 
almost entirely of foreign birth, thought they saw 
some advantage for unjon-laborism to be gotten out 
of a crusade against the Japanese. There was no 
foundation for their attack upon the men from 
Nippon. Naturally the Mikado’s government ap- 
pealed to the authorities at Washington, and a very 
grave situation arose out of this unwise and un- 
American crusade of the laborites. The President, 
Mr. Roosevelt, asked the people of California to 
maintain a position of propriety and not to create 
an international squabble. Speaker Stanton at once 
developed sufficient courage, common sense and pa- 
triotism to take the matter up with the Legislature, 
and through his action international difficulty was 
avoided. | 

San Francisco, if it were all of one mind, could / 
neither make nor disturb the treaty rights between 
this country and Japan. The little clique at the 
bottom of the trouble was very far from répresent- 
ing San Francisco as a whole, and as to the senti- 
ment of California, it did not represent 1 per cent.. 
of the conviction of the intelligent people of the 
State. The national government was at that time 
engaged in the formation of a treaty between our 
country and Japan as to immigration from there 
here. The deliberations promised entire success, 
and this success was finally achieved. The main 
obstacie in the way of a diplomatic settlement arose 
from this trouble in San Francisco. The President’s 
appeal was that the California people keep quiet in 
order to enable the national government to com- 
plete the treaty and get it signed. Speaker Stan- 
ton recognized the conditions, and, lending a willing 
ear to the appeal of President Roosevelt, got the 
right thing done. | 
Beyond this we are not commissioned to speak 
Mr. Stanton’s views as to Japanese, Chinese or 
any other immigration. But, speaking for our- 
selves, and we think in the name of not less than 
95 per cent. of the people of California, it is our 
opinion that the time is not ripe yet for any move- 
ment to unnecessarily or radically check immigra- 
tion into the country. We have a vast domain in 
the United States, with a population of only about 
90,000,000 people. When that population is doubled 
there will be no crowding anywhere outside of the 
great congested citics. We are just entering on an 
era of the greatest agricultural development the 
country has ever experienced. Agriculture has been 
lected because it did not pay. Boys have for- 
colton the farms and sought employment in the ci 
because they could make more money with less ef- | 
fort and under more agreeable conditions. This 
has changed. The perfect tense is required to ex- 
press what has taken place. The farms have be- 
come a money-making proposition and the farm- 
house is a comfortable place of abode, with a great 
many if not all the conditions to be had of enjoy- 
ment and amusement that characterize life in the 
cities.

If the importer did not take 
the $1 out of the price paid on the hide when duti- 
able and does not save the $1, no book-keeping will 
trace the money. | 
The free-trader says, take the duty off and the 
imported things will be cheaper and the cost of liv- 
ing will be less.

MILLION DOLLARS ADDED. 


House Boosts Appropriation Recom- 
mended for Postoffices and Rural 
Delivery. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, §.—More than 
one million dollars was added by the 
House today to the appropriation rec- 
ommended by the Committee. on Post- 
offices and Post Roads, for the rural 
free delivery service for the Reed end- 
ing June 30, 1911. 
This appropriation, it was stated, 
would be sufficiént to permit the es- 
tablishment of 3000 new rural free 
delivery routes, as it would make 
available for such extensions about 
$1,500,000. 
During the current fistal year, $660,- 
000 was available for extension of this 
service. 
Chairman Weeks accepted for his 
committee, an amendment offered by 
Representative Finley of South Caro- 
lina, adding $500,000 to the amount for 
rural free delivery, recommended in 
the bill, but demands for a further 
increase for that purpose came from 
both sides of the house with the re- 
sult that the higker amount was 
placed in the bill, in actordance with 
an amendment t offered by Representa- 
tive Small of North Carolina.
